4 Candidates For Governor 
Expound Theories In Talks 
By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
One Republican and three Dem­ 
ocrats seeking the nomination as 
candidates for Ohio governor spoke

around the state. 
In 
Mount 
Vernon, 
Democrat 
Michael V. DiSalle called upon the 
state to help solve the problem of 
farm prices and production. 
He told an audience o f Knox 
C o u n t y Democratic committee 
members that although the farm 
problem was a national one the 
state could help in the “ important 
phases of education, research and 
service” 
DiSalle called for improvement 
of the state fairgrounds and more 
emphasis upon farm research. He

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MENTAL ILLNESS 
MENTAL PATIENTS now outnumber 
all other patients in the nation’s hospitals 
for the first time, according to the Nation^ 
a1 Association for Mental Health. The as­ 
sociation reports that almost 750,000 per­ 
sons currently are hospitalized or under 
treatment for mental disease. 
In less than 35 years the capacity of 
mental hospitals has been far more than 
doubled, without once overtaking the need. 
This is attributed to failure to deal with 
the problem in the past on the scale re­ 
quired to make progress against it, instead 
of an increasing incidence of mental dis­ 
ease. 
“The majority of this nation’s mental 
hospitals remain huge custodian centers.” 
says the association report, “overcrowded, 
understaffed, underequipped and unable to 
give more than the minimum treatment to 
most of their patients.” 
Mental disease is curable in a substan­ 
tial proportion of cases, as science l o n g 
ago discovered. Society to date has made 
only tentative use of this knowledge. 
But there can be no checking of the 
growth of mental illness until facilities are 
provided on a scale making possible im­ 
mediate treatment of incoming patients. 
Mental patients not cured promptly will 
usually become incurabe, swelling the ir­ 
reducible population of the nation’s h o s- 
pitals. 
It would be difficult to prove, from a cold 
dollars-and-cents standpoint or otherwise, 
that failure to make the effort is for so­ 
ciety a paying proposition. 


SUNNY SIDE UP 
COMES NOW—too late to brighten the 
cold months—solace for those who didn’t 
get to go South for the Winter. 
A dermatologist {skin expert) reports in 
the Wisconsin Medical Journal that t h e 
U. S. Public Health Service has found in a 
seven-year study that rates of skin cancer 
are considerably higher in locations where 
the sun shines daily than farther north. 
For instance, in Chicago the rate of skin 
cancer among white persons is 25 per 
100.000, while in Atlanta it is 157, or six 
times as great. Detroit’s rate is 24, while 
New Orleans’ is 129. 
The incidence of skin cancer seems to 
parallel the length of time persons are ex­ 
posed to the sun. 
Anyone for a sunbath? 


CHURCH BUILDING BOOM 
RENEWED interest of Americans in re­ 
ligion is producing an unprecedented boom 
in church building. The rate at which 
churches are being built now is IO t i rn es 
that of a decade ago, according to the 
American Iron and Steel Institute. 
Within the next IO years, an estimated 
70,000 new churches will be built at a cost 
of $7 billion. 
This boom is attributed partly to the 
growth of suburbs, the decentralization of 
communities, and to the general rise in 
population as well as the resurgence of re­ 
ligious interest. In 1954 new congregations 
created totaled 5,000. Figures for 1955 are 
not complete.

Never 5 pessimist, always over-trustful, 
he took no measures to protect himself 
from retaliation by the racketeers whom 
he denounced and attacked both in his col­ 
umn and during his occasional appear­ 
ances on radio and television. His opposi­ 
tion to Communism was undoubtedly a 
phase of his opposition to racketeering, for 
he concerned himself less about philosoph­ 
ic problems than the techniques and tac- 
! tics of operations. He told me as often as I 
saw him during the past year that a com- 
! bination of the Communists and racketeers 
in trade unionism was a peril of the first 
order to our larger cities. 
The attack on him could not have been 
the result of some radio address he deliv­ 
ered two or three hours before a g o o n 
threw acid into his eyes. It must have been 
ordered and planned long in advance and 
his habits studied. Those who do not live 
in New York may wonder at the hour, 3 
a. rn., at which it occurred. But here that 
is not an unusual hour for either those who 
work or who play. 
Life here moves around the clock and 3 
a. rn. at Lindv’s is the supper hour f o r 
some; the lunch hour for others. Many 
columnists pick up the wisps of informa­ 
tion upon which they peg their stories at 
I such hours and in such places in New York. 
The problem, of course, is policing and 
there does not seem to be enough money 
and men to police New York adequately. 
The mobs gain in authority as the police 
lose in authority. At this moment, the city 
has am unusually competent Police Com­ 
missioner, Stephen Kennedy, but it h a s 
not always been so, and whenever Ken­ 
nedy asks for a larger force to meet the 
problems of 8,000.000 people crowded into 
a tight area, the politicians run to cover be­ 
cause it means cutting frills and fancies 
out of the budget, particularly r e l i e f 
money. 
The Riesel tragedy makes this clear: 
that it has been possible for a goon to 
throw sulphuric acid at a citizen’s face and 
possibly to blind him permanently on a 
well-lighted street in the very center of the 
j city as he left one of the best-known res- 
i taurants where large numbers of persons 
are present at all hours of the day a n d 
night. The street was unpoliced. It was 40 
I minutes before Riesel received any kind 
of treatment and the acid had its play.
